D. CV, 
is executive d irecto r of the com ­ 
mission. T h e scientists are s tu d y ­ 
ing residents of H iroshim a

down, she never 
lost 
a youngun 
or a passenger. 
Capt. Greene, a 
little, gnarled old 
lady who has 
a 
corner on a dy­ 
ing 
mode

tation, the stern­ 
wheeler, modest­ 
ly lists herself as 
tile S. S. Gordon C. Greene, which 
she owns. 
Together 
with 
her 
three sons, Capt. 
Greene 
owns 
live paddlewheelers, involving an 
investment of well over a million 
dollars. The Delta Queen, her son 
Tom’s boat, runs in the sum m er­ 
time. The other three are tied up. 
The S. S. Gordon Greene, over 
which the lady skipper presides, 
is like nothing so much as a slice 
of St. Petersburg, Fla., cast adrift. 
H er passengers are apt 
to 
be 
creaky, as a rule, and the decks 
are lined with rocking chairs. On 
the long trip down the Mississippi 
from Cincinnati, the ancient liver- 
farers sit and rock, play bridge 
for 40th-of-a-cent 
points, 
and 
turn in early. 
No Gamblers Aboard 
No Mississippi gamblers 
ride 
Ma Greene’s craft, and there is 
no carousing on a run that used 
to be a ripsnorter. 
Capt. Greene 
sells no hard licker on her boat, 
because she says 
her 
husband 
used to tell her th a t no man can 
be his own boss and sell whiskey. 
The S. S. Gordon Greene takes 
its own sweet time getting down 
from Cincinnati and back again. 
It splashes along at a speedy 
15 
knots downstream, and struggles 
mightily to m ake eight on 
the 
long haul back. 
She burns oil in­ 
stead of light wood knots, and she 
has electricity and an orchestra 
but they still call her upper deck 
the Texas, and 
I 
imagine 
the 
shade of Mark Tw ain could find 
his way around her with 
little 
trouble. 
Practically 
everybody 
above 


decks is a captain on Ma Greene’s 
old churner. 
The m aster carries 
the title of captain, of course, and 
so does the mate. 
T here are two 
Ohio river pilots, each a captain, 
two Mississippi river pilots, each 
a captain, and Mrs. G reene is just 
as good a captain, she says, as 
any of them. 
Has Pilot’s License 
She got her Ohio River pilot’s 
license a good bit back when she 
and her husband w ere both run­ 
ning separate ships. 
The 
male 
Captain Greene took over a vessel 
that 
was 
losing 
money, 
and 
shoved his bride aboard her. 
“We made five dollars profit 
the first week,” says Mrs. Greene, 
proudly, “and never 
m ade 
less 
than $50 clear after that. 
My 
husband said he figured steam- 
booatin’ needed a w om an’s touch.” 
Capt. Greene skippered her ship 
for 18 years, thereafter, taking oc­ 
casional time out to have a ba­ 
by, 
and 
securing 
the 
livelier 
progeny to the stanchions with a 
rope when she had 
a 
difficult 
piece of piloting to do. 
She ran, 
and still runs, I believe, what is 
called a taut ship. 
H er powers of life and death 
over the passengers and crew are 
somewhat 
curtailed, 
if 
viewed 
alongside the absolutism of a sea­ 
going skipper. 
She cannot, for 
instance, marry a couple while 
her vessel is under way, but she 
can clap an unruly hand or pas­ 
senger in the brig. 
She has never 
fretted very much about not be­ 
ing able to weld a moon-smitten 
couple, since all she has to do is 
work the ship over to the nearest 
cypress stump and holler for a 
preacher to come a-running. 
Steadfastly, Capt. 
Greene 
has 
avoided the paternal assistance of 
seam en’s unions. 
T he only un­ 
ion represented on the good ship 
Gordon C. Greene is run by Mas­ 
ter James Caesar P e trillo, 
who 
watches over the health and hap­ 
piness of her orchestra. 
There 
evidently is small dem and for un­ 
ionization on a ship w here every­ 
body but the purser and the jun­ 
ior hostess seem to answ er to the 
title of “Captain.” 
Life on the Mississippi, 
while 
overly sedate, is still pleasing to 
Capt. Greene, but after 58 years, 
she is beginning to get restless. 
She says she sure would like to 
take a boat on that ocean some­ 
time, just for laughs.
